May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, 


F E the Commons of this City, now in Common-Hall aſ- 
ſembled, cannot but take notice, how our laſt mecting 
here on this occaſion, hath by ſome of this City bin miſ- 
repreſented to his Majeſty, as Tumultuous and Diſor- 
derly ; and though we did not obſerve any thing of that kind, but what 
may happen in ſuch great Aſſemblies on like occaſion, yet not knowing 
how far the indiſcretion of the Informers may have carried that 
Scandal in prejudice of us, We hold our ſelves bound in duty to de- 
clare, (as hereby we do) That the Heat which then appeared amongſt 
us, was no other,than the effe&t of Emulation for his Majeſty's Service, 
and the Preſervation of our own juſt Rights. And therefore as we do 
utterly deteſt any thought of violating our Allegiance to our Sovereign, 
or of doing the leaſt thing that may bear the interpretation of an 
Aferont to his Government, or diſfaffe&tion to his Royal Perſon; We 
pray your Lordſhip to repreſent us as ſuch to the King, that He may 
not be longer deceived in that Matter 3 nor His gracious Intentions to- 
wards us be in any ſort diverted. And withal, humbly to aſſure his 
Majeſty, that we will, with one Heart, and one Hand, (to the utmoſt 
peril of all that is dear to us) join in the defence of his Royal Perſon, 
and the Proteſtant Religion, againſt all Attempts and Plots to the con- 
trary, though never ſo often repeated upon us. 


And being deeply ſenſible it hath bin the Deſign of the Popiſh 
Party for many Years, and ſtill is, to deſtroy both Him and 
It : And that there 1s (under God) no way ſo cfteGual to 
prevent thoſe their Cruel and Bloody Purpoſes, as by his 
Majeſty's Authority in Parliament. | 


We therefore further pray your I ordſhip humbly to beſeech his 
eMajeſty, in our Names, That for the Preſervation of his 
Royal To and Government, and "Proteſtant Keli- 
gion, to Os and our us That he wonld graciouſly 
pleaſe to order, That his * Parliament (his Great Conncil ) 
may Aſſemble and Sit,that ſo the moſt ſpeedy and effeTual 
Courſe may be taken fo ſearch into, and prevent thoſe grie- 
vous Cruelties, Deſolations, and Deſtru@ions which the 
Counſels of Rome have determined, and are ſtill endea- 
wouring to execute on this Kingdom: and as by that means 
we have hopes we ſhall be ſecured againſt all our Fears, 
ſo ſhall we have cauſe to thank your Lordſhip for thus repre- 
ſenting Os to his eMajeſly, and kumbly to pray fir His 
long Life and happy Reign over Q©s,as becomes us, who pro- 
feſs our ſelves to be His moſt Obedient, Loyal, and Du- 
tiful Subjets.
